New Zealand, which has peo ple's 
railways thinks it has them no w ar­ 
ranged so that they wo n’t kill peo ple. 
The state railways have made an in­ 
teresting change in the signaling sys­ 
tem, which it is tho ught will make 
co llisio ns impo ssible. 
Fo r a lo ng time the blo ck system 
has been used, but the “ tablet” system 
has no w been intro duced. No engine- 
driver is allo wed to leave a statio n 
witho ut a tablet in his po ssessio n, and 
the element o f safety rests o n the fact 
that the machines are so made that it 
is impo ssible fo r two tablets to be o ut 
at the same time. 
If a driver leaves Auckland fo r New­ 
market with a tablet, that tablet has 
to be depo sited in the machine at 
Newmarket befo re ano ther tablet is 
issued allo wing a return train to leave 
fo r Auckland, and the electrical co n­ 
nectio ns between the two statio ns 
makes it impo ssible to extract a tablet 
fro m the Auckland machine until the 
tablet has been put into the machine 
at Newmarket. 
It is claimed that two trains canno t 
be o n the same sectio n at o nce, so that 
the danger o f co llisio ns is entirely 
do ne away with.

about art, but for w hat they tell 
us 
about Raskin.

It is not pretended tha t J udge Parker 
possesses any superiority of statecraft, 
character or experience to Grover Cleve­ 
land.

For forty years— barring

corrupt party had brouirht our country 
to the verge of ruin.

nounce, to declare and to demand; the 
invocation of the Constitution to pre­ 
serve rights and liberties from imaginary 
perils of administrative usurpation, mili­ 
tary subversion and individual invasion; 
the fictitious concern over non-existing 
financial and industrial burdens—all go 
to show that the Democratic party of 
19 04 stands in the sa m e old shoes of 
18t)4, snarling a t the heels of the Re­ 
publican party which now. as then, is 
doing things for tho advancement, peace 
and prosperity of the people of the Uni­ 
ted Sta tes.

Had these census reports included the 
period from 189 4 to 19 04 the compari­ 
son would be far more striking, for 
thousands of workingmen lost their jobs 
shortly a fter tho last DeiiKXTatic admin­ 
istration (189 ;M89 7) went into power, 
and there were very few workingmen of 
those able to keep their jobs who did not 
have to submit to at lea st some reduction 
in wa g es. 
T hose were the da ys when Democracy 
piled trouble on to trouble, and seemed 
to lea ve nothing undone tha t could be 
done to bring impoverishment to the 
American workingman.

Mr. Wilson followed Mr. Bissell as 
Postmaster General, and he also decided 
that rural free deliv ery was impracti­ 
cable. 
President Clev eland was of the 
•ame opinion, basing his objection to the 
■cheme on the ground that it would cost 
millions of dollars. 
It is thus shown that Democracy did 
the v ery opposite of inaugurating rural 
free delivery . 
Members of that party 
fought it in both houses of Congress, 
ind President Clev eland and his cabinet 
officers put themselv es abov e the legis­ 
lativ e branch of the gov ernment, and 
v irtually told Congress that it was sub­ 
ordinate to a Democratic administra­ 
tion.

Higher educatio nal in­ 
fluences, bro ader circulatio n of the means 
o f public intelligence, and clo ser dally co n­ 
tact with the great wo rld o f activity extend­ 
ed to the ho mes o f hereto fo re iao lsted rural 
co mmunities. 
W h at M c K i n l e y Said. 
President McKinley , in his message 
to Congress in 19 00, speaking of tha 
postal service, said: 
Its mo st striking new develo pment Is the 
extensio n o f rural free delivery. 
• 
• 
* 
This service amelio rates the iso latio n o f 
farm life, co nduces to go o d ro ads, 
and 
q uickens and extends the disseminatio n o f 
general Information. 
Experience thus far 
has tended to allay the apprehensio n that 
It would be 
so expensive as to fo rbid its 
§ encrai ado ptio n o r make It a serio us bur- 
en. 
Its actual applicatio n has sho wn that 
it increases po stal receipts and can be ac­ 
companied by reductio n in o ther branches 
o f the service, so that the augmented rev­ 
enues and acco mplished 
saving 
to gether 
materially reduce tho net co at. 
When Présidant Roosev elt 
assumed 
office be v igorously championed ex tension 
of the serv ice. 
In his first message to 
Congress he said: 
Amo ng recent po stal advance« the success 
•f rural free delivery wherever established 
has been so marked and actual experience 
has made its benefits se plain that the de­ 
mand for its ex tension Is general ana ur­ 
gent. It la Just that the great agricultural 


po pulatio n sho uld share In the Impro vement 
o f this service. 
K n o icv o lt’s R eco m m e n d atio n . 
In his« last annual message President 
Roosevelt again called attention to the 
importance of the rural free delivery 
service, say ing: 
The rural free-dellvery service has been 
steadily extended. 
The attentio n o f Co n­ 
gress is asked to the questio n o f the co m­ 
pensatio n o f the letter carriers and clerks 
engaged In the po stal service, especially o n 
the new rural free delivery ro utes. 
Mo re 
ro utes have been Installed since the 1st o f 
J uly last than in any like perio d in the 
department's histo ry. 
While a due regard 
to eco no my must be kept In mind in the 
establishment o f new ro utes, yet the ex­ 
tensio n o f the rural free delivery system 
must be co ntinued fo r reaso ns o f so und 
public po licy. 
No go vernmental mo vement 
o f recent years has resulted In greater Im­ 
mediate benefit to the peo ple o f the co un­ 
try districts. 
Rural free delivery, taken In 
co nnectio n with the telepho ne, the bicycle, 
and the tro lley, acco mplishes much to ward 
lessening the Iso latio n o f farm life and 
making It brighter, and mo re attractive. 
In the Immediate past the lack o f J ust such 
facilities as these has driven many o f the 
mo re active and restless yo ung men and 
wo men fro m the farms to the cities, fo r 
they 
rebelled at 
lo neliness and 
lack 
o f 
mental co mpanio nship. 
It Is unhealthy and 
undesirable fo r the cities to gro w at the 
expense o f the co untry, and rural free de­ 
livery Is no t o nly a go o d thing In Itself, 
but Is go o d because It is o ne o f the causes 
which check this 
unwho leso me tendency 
to ward the urban 
co ncentratio n o f o ur 
po pulatio n at the expense o f the co untry 
districts. 
The foregoing q uotations are sufficient 
to show that Republican ex ecutiv es real­ 
ized th« importance of the rural delivery 
sy stem to the farming communities and 
did ev ery thing in their power to ex tend 
it. 
During President McKinley ’s first 
term establishment of routes had been 
giv en such an impetus that by 19 00 the 
serv ice Lad passed far bey ond the ex peri­ 
mental stage and Congress had approp­ 
riated $450,000 for maintenance of the 
routes then in operation. 
These routes 
numbered 1,27 0 at the close of McKin­ 
ley ’s first term, but many others had 
been surv ey ed and were ready to be 
established. 
The serv ice became so pop­ 
ular that farmers flooded the postoffice 
department with petitions for new routes. 
Corps of inspectors were appointed, divi­ 
sions were created, superintendents plac­ 
ed in charge and the serv ice was put on 
a methodical business basis. 
R o u t es N o w in O p eratio n . 
The sy stem has been so rapidly ex ­ 
tended under President Roosev elt that 
Congress this y ear appropriated $21,000,- 
000 for the serv ice, which now em­ 
braces 
approx imately 
27 ,500 routes, 
either in operation or about to be estab­ 
lished. 
These routes are scattered ov er 
all the States and territories, as will 
he seen by the following table, which 
gives the total number of petitions re­ 
ferred for ex amination and inv estigation, 
the routes in operation on September 
15, 19 04, and the number of petition* 
pending on the same date:

Under it the people are called 
upon to vote for President and Vice 
President every fourth y ear without re­ 
gard to politics, the record, or the work 
of the administration in power. The elec­ 
tion must be held whether 
a change ia 
desirable or not. 
There is reason to believe that a large 
majority of the American people do not 
desire a change in the national adminis­ 
tration at the present time, and that if 
it were a matter of choice with them no 
election would be held this y ear. 
A na­ 
tional election alway s 
interferes 
with 
business more pr less, and as the business 
of the country grows the feeling increases 
that, in the absence of any reason for 
a change, a presidential election is a dis­ 
turbing factor that might well be dis­ 
pensed with if the constitution permit­ 
ted. 
That is the situation at present. 
The great mass of the people are so 
well satisfied with the present adminis­ 
tration that they do not desire a change, 
and if the constitution did not req uire an 
election to bo held they would regard it 
as unnecessary . 
Who wants a change? 
Not the farm­ 
ers, for they nev er were more prosper­ 
ous or better satisfied than they are at 
present. 
Not the busines* men, for busi­ 
ness is satisfactory . 
Not manufacturer*, 
for American manufacturers are outstrip­ 
ping those of all other countries. 
Not 
wage-earners, for there are more men 
employ ed at good wages to-day than ev er 
before in the history of the country . Not 
railroad men, for the transportation busi­ 
ness has grown enormously during the 
last few y ears and still gives promise of 
future growth. 
In short, no large class 
of oui v aried population can be named 
but has good reason to desire a con­ 
tinuant« of present conditions. 
If it 
were not for thé constitutional req uire­ 
ment the people would hav e preferred 
that no election took place this y ear.

tratio n treaties with all o ther go vernments 
which are willing to enter Into them with 
us.” Tho se who o ppo se him will admit that 
the President wo uld no t have spo ken in this 
way if he were no t making the nttempt 
in go o d faith to co nclude with friendly 
natio ns treaties which pro vide fo r the set­ 
tlement by peaceful metho ds o f differences 
o f a serio us character which diplo macy may 
fall to adjust. 
Tho se who admire him are 
rejo iced to hear him express in no uncer­ 
tain to ne his desire to substitute arbitra­ 
tio n fo r the swo rd as a means o f settle­ 
ment o f disputes to which the 
United 
States may be a party. 
Equally significant was the President’« 
pro mise to the Inter-Parliamentarians to 
call ano ther co nference o f the po wer« at 
The Hague. 
The who le wo rld kno ws that 
that pro mise will be kept and that repre­ 
sentatives fro m the several natio n» will 
meet again at The Hague, po ssibly In 19 05, 
In o rder to so lve so me pro blems which still 
vex civilizatio n and alarm co mmerce. 
The 
results to be anticipated are far-reaching 
and practical. 
Internatio nal agreement as 
to what co nstitutes co ntraband o f war may 
be secured, also the rights o f neutral ship­ 
pers may be established. 
In sho rt, 
the 
law o f natio ns may be clearly determined 
where no w there is vagueness, and the 
rights o f states fixed where there is still 
uncertainty. 
If such a wo rk be acco mplish­ 
ed thro ugh the direct effo rts o f Theo do re 
Ro o sevelt no t o nly the United State» , but 
every o ther civilized natio n as well, will 
have just cause to be pro fo undly grate­ 
ful to him. 


T h e “ I m p e r ia l” B o gejr-M an.

W ag e E ar n e r s H av e Pro fited B ecau se

The last report of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission shows that the total 
compensation paid to railway effiploy es 
of al! classes in the United States in­ 
creased from $37 .8 23,021 
in 
18 9 0 
to 
$41,8 28 ,555 in 19 02. This in itself would 
indicate general railroad prosperity dur­ 
ing six y ears of Republican rule, but still 
more significant is th* fact that the 
greatest increase was among the wage 
earners. 
In fact, there was a decrease in 
the salaries paid general officers. 
The 
decrease in this item was from $7 03,09 0, 
in 18 9 0 to $7 20,08 0 in 19 02—a decrease 
of $42,416 in six y ears. 
On the other hand, the total y early 
compensation of station agents increased 
from $1,300,9 25 in 1S9 0 to $1,46 2,8 7 4 in 
1002; the y early compensation of en­ 
gineers increased from $3,027 ,58 4 in 18 9 0 
to $3,451,08 8 in 19 02; that of firemen 
from $1,7 33,057 in 18 9 6 to $1,9 40,246 in 
19 02; that of conductors from $1,9 7 8 ,16 5 
to $2.539 .406 ; that of other trainmen 
from $3,7 00,06 3 to $4.6 9 7 ,27 2; that of 
machinists from $1,128 ,034 to $1,422,8 29 ; 
that of section foremen from $1,26 0,6 34 
to $1,37 7 ,36 4; and so on through the 
whole list. 
The figures show that the 
daily wage earners in the railroad busi­ 
ness profited largely by Republican pros­ 
perity .

LABOR C O N T R O V E R S IE S . 


R e p u b lic an L e g is la tio n P r o v id in g fo r 
A r b itr a tio n . 
The only national legislation prov iding 
for the arbitration of labor controv ersies 
and recognizing organized labor was en­ 
acted by the Republicans. 
On June 1, 
18 9 8 , President McKinley signed a bill 
passed by a Republican Congress entitled 
“An Act concerning carriers engaged in 
interstate commerce and their employ es." 
It should be understood, of course, that 
Congress could not legislate for employ e® 
in general, but it has authority to regu­ 
late interstate commerce. 
The act re­ 
ferred to prov ides that whenev er a con­ 
trov ersy arises between an 
interstat® 
railroad and its employ es the Interstat® 
Commerce Commission shall first offer 
mediation, and, that failing, shall en­ 
deav or to bring about arbitration of th® 
dispute. 
The act prov ides that if arbi­ 
tration is agreed to, "oue member of th® 
board of arbitration shall be selected by 
the employ er, one by th® labor organiza­ 
tion to which the employ e belongs, and 
a third by these two." 
Another section 
of the law makes it a misdemeanor for 
any interstace railroad to dismiss 
an 
employ e or threaten him with loss of 
employ ment for belonging 
to a union. 
This law is still in force, and it is tha 
only piece of national legislation that 
recognizes organized labor. 
Democrat# 
hav e talked, but Republicans hav e acted.

on e of the most ben eficial measu res ev er

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 12. 
The decision of the Democratic man­ 
agers to inaugurate a whirlwind cam­ 
paign in this State, with William .lea ­ 
nings Bry an as the star orator, and their 
atill later decision to push him to the 
front constantly and to double the num­ 
ber of his speeches, has rev ealed at last 
an ex traordinary situation, which 
has 
thoroughly alarmed the leaders. 
Iiry an 
has been brought to Indiana for the sole 
purpose of seeing if his personal influ­ 
ence could not be relied on to stop a 
wholesale rebellion on the part of the 
old line Democrats. 
It has been an open 
secret for some time, but until now the 
Democratic managers hav e 
constantly 
denied it. that the rank and file of tho 
Indiana Democracy , the men who v oted 
for Bry an because they lov ed him, the 
men who worked for silv er because they 
believ ed in it, hav e been thoroughly dis­ 
gusted with the one-sided reorganization 
of the Democratic party . 
It is to bring 
these men back into the fold that Bry an 
has been brought here, but it is not be­ 
liev ed that the brilliant Nebraska leader 
■will do more than make 
perfunctory 
•peaches for Parker, because in ev ery 
country town are to be found leaflets ex ­ 
pressing what Bry an’s real opinions are, 
and just what he thinks of Parker and 
the desperate politicians who secured his 
nomination at St. Ix >uis. 
The old line Democrats of Indiana are 
naturally a peculiarly loy al and straight­ 
forward class of men. 
They represent in 
their party the hone and sinew of the 
great manufacturing class, and more par­ 
ticularly the thoughtful, rock-ribbed, in­ 
telligent portion of the farming com­ 
munity . 
They v oted for silv er in 189 0 
and in 19 00 because they believ ed that 
the sy stem of free coinage adv ocated by 
Bry an and the great mass of the W est­ 
ern Democratic leaders would put an 
end to their pov erty and giv e them 
a 
chance to compete on ev en terms with 
the Wall street magnates, who, they were 
told, were stealing away from the people 
the wealth of the country . 


O b je c t t o ltein ie C a lle d T r a it o r * . 
Conditions hav e changed since then. 
Undeniable prosperity has come to all 
classes, and there is no longer a disposi­ 
tion to press the silv er question to the 
front. 
These old line Democrats, how­ 
ev er, do not relish the idea of being 
called lunatics or traitors, and still less 
do they relish the dev elopment of party 
politics which has absolutely turned ov er 
the control of the Democracy to the v ery 
men who bolted the party in 189 0. 
They 
hav e nev er believ ed it right that the tail 
•honld attempt to wag the dog, and they 
cannot forget here in Indiana that the 
men who are now seeking to ostracize 
the faith Till Democratic masses, and who 
• re doing ev ery thing in their power ro 
create a Wall street control of the Demo­ 
cratic party , are the same ones who open­ 
ly , only eight y ears ago, left the Demo­ 
cracy and v oted direct for the Republi­ 
can candidate for the Presidency . 
There are no more loy al Bry an Demo­ 
crats in the country than those of In­ 
diana. 
This is particularly true of the 
country districts. 
The people lov ed and 
believ ed in their splendid leader, and it 
is a significant thing 
tha t 
when the 
other States through the Mississippi v al­ 
ley v oted for McKinley by an enormous 
majority , Indiana kept 
the 
plurality 
down to a narrow margin. 
Mr. Bry an 
made a campaign in this State that y ear 
which made friends wherev er he went. 
It is these warm friends and admirers 
of W illiam J ennings Bry an who, iu the 
present campaign, hav e been disgusted 
•nd insulted by the men who are now 
In control of the Democratic machine. 
They cannot forget that in 189 0, here 
iu this city of Indianapolis, there was 
held a conv ention to organize an inde­ 
pendent 
Democratic party . 
The gold 
Democrats of Indiana led the mov ement 
against Bry an. 
They were foremost in 
urging the nomination of Palmer and 
Buckner. 
They urged all gold Demo­ 
crats to v ote for these two old generals, 
and not to cast a ballot for William 
J ennings Bry an, who was 
denounced 
much more sev erely by the gold Demo­ 
crats than ev er he was by the Republi­ 
cans. 
There was an appearance of loy ­ 
alty to the old party , because Palmer and 
Buckner were both old-time Democrats 
•nd they conducted their campaign on a 
Democratic basis. 
Yet ev ery one knows 
■what happened. 
The gold Democrats, 
instead of maintaining a show of regu­ 
larity by v oting for Palmer and Buck­ 
ner, v oted by thousands for McKinley . 
The Palmer and Buckner v ote in In­ 
diana was a mere shadow, and did not 
begin to indicate the real strength of the 
bolt. 


B r y a n it e s W e r e G e n e r o u s . 
Throughout all the campaign of 189 G 
the gold Democrats, not only in Indiana 
but in the country at large, abused Bry au 
•nd Bry anism in <ie most sav age terms. 
H e receiv ed much better treatment from 
the Republicans who made their fight 
on an honest basis, who flooded the coun­ 
try with literature in behalf of tne gold 
•tandard, but who nev er assailed the 
personal character or the integrity of the 
belov ed Democratic standard bearer. 
In 
the conv ention at St. 
Louis the gold 
Democratic men were in control, 
a l­ 
though not in the majority . 
There was 
• sentiment in the party that some kind 
of reorganization was absolutely neces­ 
sary to success. 
The Bry an men were 
clearly in the majority , not only in the 
eoav ention, but throughout the country . 
Yet they were generous, and they were 
•willing to kill the fa tted calf for the 
prodigal son. 
But they ex pected him 
to eat only his own share of the ba r­ 
becue, and had no notion that after he 
returned from hie meager diet oa the 


husks of Egy pt he would Insist on clean­ 
ing out the whole house. 
Ninety per cent, of the delegates to 
the St. Louis conv ention had v oted for 
William J ennings Bry an for the Presi­ 
dency . 
Yet they were willing to see 
the gold Democrats restored to good fel­ 
lowship iu the party , and they carried 
their generosity to such an ex tent that 
they were willing these former v oters 
should actually hold places of trust in 
tin- party management. 
It wa s 
well 
understood that J udge Parker, Like Dav e 
Hill, and Belmont, and Gorman, and 
Sheehan, and practically all of the lead­ 
ing eastern Democrats, wero gold men. 
The majority of them, howev er, liked 
Parker; had maintained some kind of 
regularity and had v oted for Bry an, al­ 
though they did not believ e in him or in 
the silv er standard. 
The delegates at 
St. Louis, and most particularly those 
from Indiana, were unwilling that the 
platform should contain a slap in the 
face for William J ennings Bry an. 
It 
was for this v ery purpose that they omit­ 
ted all mention of the gold standard, and 
Alton B. Parker was nominated with 
the unanimous support of the Indiana 
delegation, simply and solely because he 
hnd v oted for Bry an in 189 0 and 19 00, 
and because it was felt that he could 
appeal to the country and to the loy al 
Bry an Democrats, not on the financial 
issue, but on the basis of a reorganized 
and rejuv enated Democracy . 


A n U n d e r s t o o d M o v e. 
When 
Parker y ielded to the adv ice 
of Sheehan and his other associates in 
Albany and in* New York, and sent his 
famous telegram to the conv ention, re­ 
buking it for not passing a financial 
plank, and reiterating his own latter-day 
dev otion to the gold standard, it sent a 
chill down the backs of the loy al old- 
time Bry an Democrats of Indiana. Pa rk­ 
er nev er would hav e been nominated if 
that telegram had been sent in the early 
hours of the conv ention. 
The Bry an 
Democrats naturally looked upon it as an 
intentional insult, not only to William 
J ennings Bry an, l>ut to them selv es. They 
knew 
that Parker had v oted 
for free 
silv er just as much as they 
did, and 
they did not see why he should feel called 
upon to assume the functions of a com­ 
mittee on resolutions, and 
amend 
the 
platform as he did through the unfair 
medium of a telegram which was sprung 
upon the conv ention just as it was about 
to adjourn and when its action in nomi­ 
nating Parker could not hav e been re­ 
called without 
inv iting defea t 
at the 
v ery opeuiug of the campaign. 
These good 
Bry an Democrats were 
furious ov er the Parker telegram. Ev ery ­ 
thing which has happened since in the 
party management has only tended to 
make them more angry . 
J udge Parker 
has surrounded himself with no one ex ­ 
cept New 
York 
men. 
H e has abso­ 
lutely ignored the rest of the country , 
and the rank and file hav e become con­ 
v inced at last that he and the men about 
him are play ing for the control of New 
York State, and care little or nothing 
about the result in the rest of the coun­ 
try . 
Instead of 
the gold Democrats 
acting as grateful prodigals, humbly ap­ 
preciativ e of the generosity of the Bry an 
Democrats, they hav e assumed to act as 
masters, and none of the old Bry an lead­ 
ers has been able to get any where near 
the sa ge of Esopus. 
Tliese 
eastern 
Democrats denounce Bry an as fiercely as 
ev er they did, and the men who bore the 
brunt of battle in 1S9 G and iu 19 00, 
although they v oted the same as did 
Alton B. Parker himself, are giv en no 
hand in the management of the cam­ 
paign, are denounced as ignorant and in­ 
sane, and are used by the gold Democra­ 
tic party to further its own plans with­ 
out regard at all for the best interests 
of the Democratic party as a whole. 


C l e v e l a n d ’s A f fr o n t . 
Grov er Clev eland, 
who is 
cordially 
hated and despised by Indiana Demo­ 
crats generally , has become the chief ad­ 
v iser of the Parker crowd. 
He has for­ 
gotten and forgiv en nothing. 
H e still 
ta lks of Bry an and the Bry an Demo­ 
crats as if they were political and so­ 
cial outcasts. 
Within a few day s, in 
discussing the gold telegram, and the 
action of the conv ention, Mr. Clev eland 
said: 


T h e p a r ty ’s actio n sp eak s fo r Itself. 
I t 
h as retu rn ed to san ity , an d fu tu re p ro g ress 
o n th e rig h t lin es is n o w assu red . 
Yes, it 
sp eak s fo r Itself. 
T h e w elfare o f th e D em o ­ 
cratic p arty Is clo se to my h eu rt, an d it is 
o n ce mo re u p o n th e rig h t ro ad . 


It is no wonder, therefore, that thous­ 
ands and tens of thousands of Bry an 
Democrats in Indiana hav e become dis­ 
gusted at being treated like y ellow dogs 
by the men they forgav e and inv ited 
back into the party . 
Hundreds 
and 
thousands of them are preparing to-day 
to giv e the gold 
Democratic wing of 
the party a ta ste of the v ery medicine 
it administered in 189 6. 
Many thousands 
of the Bry an Democrats are flocking to 
W atson, the Populist candidate for the 
Presidency , 
ainj 
they are particularly 
delighted at his letter 
of acceptance, 
which hews close to the line, letting the 
chips fall where they will. 
Candidate 
W atson has v oiced the v iews of a great 
many of the old line Democrats through­ 
out the State, when he sa y s; 


Ro o sev elt Is a stra ig h to u t 
Rep u b lican , 
wh o d ei'ln res b o ld ly fo r Rep u b lican p rin ­ 
ciples, defiantly d efen d in g ex istin g co n d i­ 
tions. 
He Is not In am b u sh ; h e Is b eh in d 
no blind. 
1 can u n d erstan d a Republican 
lik e th a t, and wh ile I wo u ld lov e to m ak e 
my b a ttle ax ring o n h is h elm et, until one 
o f u s went down, in political defeat and 
d eath , y et, 
1 co u ld resp ect h im all th e 
wh ile as a fo en aau w o rth y o f an y m a n ’s 
steel. 
H e Is n o t seeking 
th e su p p o rt o f 
B ry an D em o crats u p o n false p reten ses. 
H e 
li not p lay in g a co n fid en ce g am e o n th e 
negro q u estio n . He Is not attempting to 


win J effersonians by a sham ad h eren ce to 
Jefferso n ian principle*. 
Many W i l l V o t e for R o o s e v e l t . 
W atson has made many friend« by his 
letter of acceptance, and 
the 
Bry an 
Democrats generally endorse what he 
said about th* honesty of Roosev elt and 
the fact that he is not masquerading to 
eeeure v otes. 
A t first they were in­ 
clined to v ote for Watson a s a rebuke 
to the Parker gold Democrats, but of 
late many of the former free silv er men, 
particularly in the rural districts, hav e 
taken it into their heads that they might 
follow the precedent set for thorn in 
189 6 by the gold Democratic wing, and 
instead of going to Watson, go straight 
out to Roosev elt and thus make the les­ 
son as impressiv e as possible. 
There was a great shout of joy among 
the Indiana Democracy when they read 
W a tson’s letter, and in more than one 
community they cheered at the clev er 
manner in which he took off the hide 
from the hy pocrisy of Alton B. Parker, 
when he said:

H e w as willin g to stan d u p o n th e 
New Yo rk State pin» fo rm wh io h Mr Hry an 
d en o u n ced 
as a d ish o n est p latfo rm . His 
p o sitio n w as so In d efin ite, so fo x y , 
so en ­ 
tirely n eu tral t h a t Mr. B ry an d eclared to 
ch eerin g th o u sn n d s th a t P ark er was “ ab so ­ 
lu tely u n fit fo r th e Dem o cratic n o m in atio n ,’' 
an d th a t n o b o d y “ h u t an artfu l d o d g er” 
co u ld sta n d u p o n th e New Yo rk p latfo rm 
wh ich so m u ch resem b led Its fath er, Dav id 
B. II1 1 1 . 
This clipping from W atson's letter is 
being carried in the pockets of thous­ 
nnds of loy al free silv er Democrats, and 
nestling in the same pocket with it is a 
little leaflet containing ex tracts showing 
Mr. Bry an’s opinion of the Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency . 
The In­ 
diana Democrats remember the sincerity 
with which Bry an said in his speech at 
Chicago la st April, long before the con­ 
v ention at St. Louis: 
T ak in g th e New Yo rk p latfo rm as a tex t, 
I can p ro v e to ev ery u n b iased min d th a t 
Ju d g e P ark er is n o t a fit man to b e n o m i­ 
n ated 
b y 
th e 
Dem o cratic 
p arty , 
o r an y 
o th er p arty th a t stan d s fo r h o n esty an d 
fa ir d ealin g In p o lities. 
We h av e ev id en ce 
su fficien t to co n v ict Ju d g e P ark er o f ab so ­ 
lu te u n fitn ess fo r th e n o min atio n . 
While Mr. Bry an comes inio the Sta te 
at the particular request of the Parker 
managers, it will not take him long to 
find the sentiment of the people. 
They 
will listen to him as they did of old, 
and they will cheer his magic eloquence 
to the echo. 
Nonetheless they will not 
v ote for Parker, because they know that 
Bry an him self has been 
tricked 
and 
estranged. 
They know that Mr. Bry an 
will support Parker only because 
he 
deems it his duty to maintain his regu­ 
larity in the party , and thus still fur­ 
ther to shame the political traitors who 
left their party in 189 G, and who are 
now seeking to be returned to power 
through the v otes of Bry an and 
the 
Bry an Democrats, whom they denounced 
so freely only a few y ears ago as luna­ 
tics and incendiary . 
Mr. B r y a n ’s P u r p o s e . 
The people here perfectly well under­ 
stand what Mr. Bry an means by going 
on the stump for Mr. Parker. 
Most 
of them look forward to still another 
regeneration of the Democratic party , 
following upon the crushing defeat of 
Parker nex t month, and they ex pect tha t 
their splendid standard bearer will be 
the leader of this final and successful 
reorganization of the Democracy . 
It was 
a personal triumph to William J ennings 
Bry au in the St. Louis conv ention when 
he secured the omission iu the platform 
of any allusion to the gold standard, and 
his friends feel that he was personally 
tricked and shamed by J udge Parker’s 
gold telegram. 
They fully agreed with 
Bry an himself when he said in the Com­ 
moner of J uly 13th, in speaking about 
J udge Parker’s gold telegram: 
T h en h is frien d s a tte m p te d to secu re 
a 
g o ld p lan k wh ich w as o v erwh elm in g ly d e­ 
feated in th e co n v en tio n . 
A fter h e h ad se­ 
cu red th e n o m in atio n h e In jected h is v iews 
u p o n th e su b ject a t 
a tim e w h en h e co u ld 
n o t b e tak en fro m th e tick et w ith o u t g reat 
d em o ralizatio n . 
T h e n o m in atio n , th erefo re, 
was secu red b y cro o k ed an d In d efen sib le 
m eth o d s. 
It w as a p lain an d d elib erate a t ­ 
te m p t to d eceiv e th e p arty . 
None of Mr. Bry an’s speeches in In­ 
diana during his whirlwind tour of the 
State can by any possibility efface the 
effect which has already been produced 
by his own deliberate sta tements before 
and after the conv ention. 
These loy al 
silv er Democra ts hav e learned only too 
well that the men now in control of the 
party despise Bry an a s much as ev er 
they did, and that, if Parker should be 
elected, the loy al silv er Democra ts, who 
represent the great mass of the party , 
would hav e no more to say in the ad­ 
ministration than they did during the 
closing y ears of Grov er Clev eland’s term 
In the W hite House. 
Bry au’s tour in Indiana will only ac­ 
centuate the lov e of the silv er Democrats 
for their leader. 
It will only make them 
more determined to punish the New York 
coterie which surrounds Parker for its 
persistent attitude of hostility to Bry an 
and all his friends. 
The silv er Demo­ 
crats of Indiana are too smart to be 
tricked by unscrupulous political man­ 
agers, and they will not v ote for any can­ 
didate who represents, as Parker does 
to an ex traordinary ex tent, the prev alent 
eastern sentiment of bitter hostility to 
William J ennings Bry an and ev ery thing 
he represents. 
Look out for a sensational slump in 
the Democratic v ote of Indiana. 
Make 
up y our mind that the loy al Bry an Demo­ 
crats hav e become tired of being made a 
football 
for 
the unscrupulous eastern 
men who hav e seized upon the manage­ 
ment of the pirty to the ex clusion of 
ev ery western .lea and of ev ery western 
man. 
The Democratic v ote for Roose­ 
v elt will be large, the Democratic v ote 
for Watson will be much larger, but the 
Bry an Democratic v ote, which will stay 
at home on the 8th day of Nov ember, 
will astonish the nativ es.

dency of Republicanism; that the tariff 
which lifted business out of the slough 
of despond is crushing 
the 
working 


cla sses; tha t the army and nav y are too 
big; tha t the nation ha« been run ex tra v ­ 
agantly and that the ex penditures for the 
army , nav y , pension list, Panama canal, 
rural free deliv ery 
serv ice, 
irrigation 
schemes and other grand purposes of na­ 
tional dev elopment must be reduced; that 
“ the beneficent despotism” of the Re­ 
publican party established and m ainta in­ 
ed by the people must giv e way to that 
Democracy of which he is the leader, and 
which proposes to etand the country on 
its head as a beginning of the reform. 
The judge would hav e a “ hard row to 
hoe” if he began to ta lk in public and 
tell the Westerner he must do as the 
Easterner does, and to assure the laborer 
in shop and field tha t reformatory legis­ 
lation must a t first be for the relief of 
the wealthy .

said Grov er Clev eland recently , in an in­ 
terv iew. 
This statement, made with all the sol­ 
emn ponderosity of which Mr. Clev eland 
is capable, would imply tha t the Demo­ 
cratic party has been insane and its lead­ 
ers a set of lunatics. 
In prev ious inter­ 
v iews Mr. Clev eland contented . himself 
with merely say ing tha t Democracy had 
stray ed from the 
right 
path 
after 
“ strange gods” when it embraced Bry an-

For 
him to look upon the sturdy , practical 
Roosev elt, who has taken up and carried 
firmly ev ery burden ev er laid upon him— 
for Carl Schurz to look upon this man, 
and droue out his doubts as to his abil­ 
ity , in ca se of an important controv ersy , 
to seek the “ slow, patient, diplomatic, 
peaceable wa y ,” is enough to cause mirth 
iu a Democratic campaigu iiieetiug in 
Iowa.

Nothing could ex ceed tLie bitter­ 
ness with which he fougnt Grant’s ad­ 
ministration and strov e to balk ev ery ­ 
thing it propose« ]. 
Grant was accused 
of "militarism” and a desire to upset 
all the traditions of the Republic.

wa s at this time that the mugwumps 
began their dismal ex istence, with Mr, 
Schurz as their leader in the Senate. 
Oldsters among Republicans will recall 
the scene at the hotel rooms 
where

particular, Mr. Schurz was called to bs 
Secretary o f the Interior. 
Probably hs 
wa s a good Republican during the four 
y ears of holding office. 
One can’t “ flop 
around” and call hard names in an ex ecu­ 
tiv e office, and now Mr. Schurz had a 
ta ste or two of criticism himself. 
Hia 
replies to his tormentors were not de­ 
v oid of ta rtness and “ ginger.”

junior, son of the all p owerful Coal Oil 
King, is managing the p olitical end of 
Standard Oil business, with the ap ­ 
p roval of his father, does not clearly 
ap p ear: but if it is true, as reliably 
stated, th at he has p romised a million 
dollars to assist in the election of 
Parker, undoubtedly it is a fact th a t 
Rockefeller senior will furnish the 
funds. 
All the trust influence is 
against Roosevelt, and as the Stacd- 
ardiOil comp any is the boss of them 
all, there seems to be not much doubt 
in the ^m atter. 
Young Rockefeller 
had an interview with Parker not 
long.since, and in this connection the 
following disp atch sent to six United 
States senators, on February 7, 19 03, 
will be called to mind as strong evi­ 
dence of what we suggest: 
“ We are op p osed to any anti-trust 
legislation. Our counsel, Mr. 
--------,

It must be stop p ed.

But, we are p leased to say , no atten­ 
tion was p aid by President Rooseve.t 
or the senators to the Standard Oil 
threat.
